MOSCOW — The KGB 
yesterday announced 
the arrest of a Soviet re- 
searcher accused of 
being 1 a CIA spy.

The diplomat, at- 
tached to the U.S. Em- 
bassy's political section, 
was expelled from the 
Soviet Union on June 14.
